lumbie. The recent budget of the federal govern- 
ment provided for an increase n the duty on bitumin- 
oue coal of twenty-five cento e too. making the full 
tax seventy-five cent, a too; and a bonu* of twenty- 
five cenU per ton for ell Britiih Columbia cool used 
in ship, ond exported to countriea other then the 
United Stole*. Dr. Tolmie recognizes diet there U 
no proapect of changing the duty; but he n mauling 
that the bonus be increeaed to one dollar a ton. ond 
hot expressed the hope that some plea con be worked 
out whereby the Dominion Government will absorb 
the retaliatory duty placed on British Columbia coal 
entering the United States. The Premier has pointed 
out that the Maritime Provinces are getting much 
greater advantage under the bonus plan than this 
provarce. 

Vancouver Island's interest centres directly in 
die increase in the duty to seventy-five tents a ton 
on soft coni, a product which British Columbia ex¬ 
ports. But the United Slates tariff on bituminous 
coal is reciprocal. That is to say. it automatically 
becomes the same os that of the country from which 
the coni comes. With the rise in the Canadian tariff 
from fifty to seventy-five cents, the United States 
tariff against British Columbia coal shipped to the 
western Stales—Vancouver Island's principal export 
market—increased to seventy-five cents. t 

It is this increase in duty that is causing dfc 
coal mine operators of British Columbia, and es¬ 
pecially of Vancouver Island, serious concern. They 
have r" ni«vbl foe some time past that if the duty 
were removed altogether, they could increase their 
•ales to the neighboring states on the Pacific slope 
to a very considerable extent But they have warned, 
on the Other hand, that aay increase in the duty 
would seriously curtail their export business, since 
that comparatively small sum would reduce the de- 
mend. Them facts were emphasized when Nova 
Scotia operators abput two years ago applied to the 
Tariff Board for an increase in the duty, and the 
British Columbia government engaged counsel at 
Ottawa to oppose the application because the granting 
of it would strike e blow et the industry in this 
provinca. Tbs application was refused.

r IERE IS A LAW IN THE STATE OF 

New York known as the Baumes law under 
which a fourth offender must go to prison fee life. 
There ie no alternative; it ie mandatory. 

Prominence ie being given to this law by a case 
which came before the courts at Rochester, N.Y., 
yesterday; but it is unique because the victim ie a 
Canadian, of Brockville. Oat, who dole aa automo¬ 
bile in die United Stales and confeased that three 
convictions had been recorded against ham in the 
courts of this country. The Solicstar-Ganeml of the 
United States State Department arguet that if the 
crimes committed in another country were such as 
would be felonies under New York law, they were 
as much a part of a criminal's record at if they 
had been committed in New York State. 

The attention of the authorities at Ottawa has 
bean drawn to this case and they are of the opinion 
that it ia the first conviction of its kind on record. 
While an impression exists there that the Baumes law 
applied only to offences committed in the jurisdiction 
of the Stale of New York, or et least of the United 
States, no statement will be forthcoming until the law

became apparent that the new government at Ottawa 
to accede to demands from the Maritime*. 
Unfortunately, however, it did aot hive the desired 
effect, and the duty was increased, while the bonus 
it considered quite inadequate. Whether the latest 
move of the province will produce favorable results or 
not W? should know in the near future, hut under 
present conditions Nova Scotia's coal industry has 
beta benefited at the expense of British Columbia's.

A LARGE CIRCLE OF FRIENDS IN 
many lands will deeply regret to learn of the 
pelting of Mr. Herbert J. Wilson, manager of the 
Empress Hotel, which occurred at Perth. Ontario, 
yesterday afternoon. While it was generally known 
m this community that Mr. Wilson recently had suf¬ 
fered serious illness, it was hoped that a prolonged 
rest in the east would restore him to health and enable 
him In resume the important duties he had discharged 
efficiently and conscientiously for many years. 

Mr. Wilson's connection with the Empress Hotel 
began twenty-two yean ago, not long after the open¬ 
ing of the establishment. His industry, reliability 
and pleasing personality won him steady advancement 
as well as the good-will of the traveling public. When 
the war broke out he enlisted for service, and to the 
severe wounds he received ovuseas may be attributed 
the origin of the malady to which he eventually suc¬ 
cumbed. Upon his return to Victoria he resumed 
his association with the Empress Hotel, first as chief 
clerk, later as assistant manager end in 1920 ns 
manager, a position to which he gave every ounce 
of his ability and energy, tirelessly serving alike the 
company which employed him ead the patrons of the 
establishncnt of which he was in charge.
